The specially important measure o£ 
tin? present session of the legislature* the 
bill to redistribute the electoral districts 
of British Columbia, was Introduced by 
message torn the LteiiL-'Goveruoc to- 
ward the close of yesterday afternoon's 
session of the local parliament. As 
drawn, the bill constat* of nineteen sec- 
tions, inclusive of the short title difini- 
Hon ant! the section explanatory of the 
fact that it amends the Constitution act 
by fixing lliirty'Saven instead of thirty- 
four us the number of members to be 
elected, an increase of four in the size 
of the house. Sections :i to VI inclusive 
make the requisite alterations in the 
several districts; while the increase of 
lour members is [provided for in the fol- 
lowing manner: 

Vancouver city receives four members 
Instead of fiirce, putting it on a par with 
Victoria in the matter of representation. 

Cassiur. which has recently attained 
so widespread prominence in connection 
with the development of the mineral 
areas of the North, obtains two Instead 
of one jiepresentalive. 

Bast Kootonay is divided into two di- 
visions, instead of one member for the 
t-iil ire -district as Bt present, 

West Kootenay is enlarged by the ac- 
quisition of o portion of East. Yale, and 
is siib-dlvided into three divisions, its 
representation being thereby increased 
In- one -member. 

'Yale, the first of the districts altered, 
lias toeen out at its eastern boundary. 
This formerly run from the 49th parallel 
at :i distance of ten miles from the Co- 
lumbia river northward along the water- 
shed. The new boundary starts on the 
international boundary line, about live 
miles west of Midway, and runs north to 
the Kftttlc iriver whicli it follows to a 
junction with the east fork, It then 
goes in u straight line to where the 
former boundary of the district crosses 
Fire valley. From this point the old 
.•ind new boundaries are the same. 

The result is to cut off from the Yale 
district nnd the east riding of Yale a 
•triangular, piece which includes Christina 
lake, Cascade City, Grand Forks. Green- 
wood mid Midway, this triangular strip 
being thrown into West Kootenay and 
flip lnttcndintrict being divided into three 
ridings. . ' „ 

The Rovelatoke riding consists of all 
that portion of the district lying to the 
north or u line whicli passes down Fire 
TiiUev, Hip Arrow lake and Cariboo 
creek, and from the headwaters or that 
creek to the north of Slocun lake and 
Kootenay lake, and thence due east to 
the 'boundary of the district. The Ross- 
land riding iincludes the triangular strip 
taken from Fast Yale, and all the rest 
of West 'Kootenay south of Visa valley 
and west Of Arrow hike and tli" Colum- 
bia. This .leaves for Nelson riding ail 
the Kootenay lake and Slocun lake 
country which lies east of the Columbia 
or the Arrow llakes. 

Bast Kodtenay is divided by :i hue, 
the centre of which is lit Canal Flat on 
the -Upper Kootenay river. The bound- 
ary runs due west from lliis point, while 
to'tlie oust It 'follows the Kootenay river 
and the Tullisor river to Kimuniskis 
PttHB, This makes Fort Steele with nil 
The (''row's Nest country the centre of 
the south riding, and leaves Windermere 
ami t'lie upper Kootonay lake country in 
the north -rilling, along with Donald, 
Golden and the other O.F.R. towns. 

On Vnncouver Island, Cowlclnaii-Al- 
berill district is enlarged by running the 
dividing line between it and Comox, 
which formerly turned westward at 
Nootfca iSSouail, directly northwest

Curniaiiiih into Oowicbnn-Albcrni. Na. 
milmo City is enlarged by adding what 
live known as the Five Acre Lots to the 
city proper, and making the Chase river 
the boundary on its southerly and west- 
erly side. Texada and Dsqnitii Islands 
are taken out of North Nanaimo district 
ithd given to South Nanaimo, Comox 
district is only altered In so far as neces- 
sitated by the change in Cowichan-Al- 
herni. 

Sections 15 to li) contain the machin- 
ery for closing the old voters' lists and 
opening new ones in the districts that 
have been altered. The method adopt- 
ed in 1811-1 is again resorted to in order 
to carry out which a collector is ap- 
pointed for each district that has been 
in any way altered, and distributing col- 
lectors are appointed to take charge of 
the old lists and distribute the names on 
such iists among the collectors of the 
new districts in which they properly be- 
long by the fact of their residence with- 
in such districts. 

For example, the distributing collector 
hi Bast Vale will take the old East Yale 
lists and divide the names into two lists, 
on tin? first of which will be those who 
reside in the new district of Fast Yale 
--which list will thereafter become the 
register for Fast Yale — and on tilt; sec- 
ond list, tin; names of those who reside 
in the triangular portion of the district 
which has been added to the Jtossland 
riding of West: Kootenay. This list will 
be given to the Kosslnud collector and 
will form a portion of his list, the bal- 
ance of whicli will be made up from the 
names furnished him by the distributing 
collector who checks over the Nelson and 
llevclstoke lists. When the lists aie 
completed, they are to he published in 
two issues of the Gazette and a local 
paper. 

Provision is also made by which a per- 
son desiring to change his name from 
one list to another, procures a certificate 
from the collector that his name has 
been struck off a former list, and on 
production of this to the collector of the 
district in which he wishes to be regis- 
tered, and proof that he has resided in 
such district for two months, his name 
is inserted on the list. In Cassiar dis- 
trict, owing to the number of voters who 
no doubt have moved there recently, the 
necessity of two months' residence is 
dispensed with. 

Tlio final clause empowers the Lieut. : 
Governor-iii-council to make rules and 
regulations necessary for the earrymg 
out of the act.

There have been several 
engagements and a number of Spanish 
priests have been massacred. 

Nobody appears to know how the Phil- 
ippine insurgents, who have been dis- 
armed according to general report, were 
rc-nrmed, but the belief prevails that 
Japan had a hand in the matter. The 
captain-general of the Philippines, it: is 
further alleged, lias been concealing the 
facts.

.Washington, April 14.— Interest in tlio 
Cuban question centred to-day in the 
Senate wing of the capitol where the 
resolutions reported yesterday by the 
committee on foreign relations were un- 
der consideration. The most significant 
fact of the day was the effort to secure 
a vote and lie failure to do so on ac- 
count of the desire of many senators to 
debate the question at length. It is im- 
possible to say when a vote will he taken- 
and the utmost friends of the resolution 
ami the utmost the friends of the resolu- 
tion hope to secure is a vote by «he end 
of the week. All day long there weie 
long conferences of senators looking to 
n possible agreement upon the iorm of 
the resolution to be sent to tll'Ji Presi- 
dent. Great efforts were made for the 
house resolution which is known to be 
satisfactory to the President, and which 
is supported by the conservatives sena- 
tors. . •, , , 

It is not believed, however, that, the 
house resolutions can pass the Senate, 
and the prospects are that the committee , 
will have an amendment recognizing the 
republic of Cuba, before it is passed. 
The friends of recognition chum a clear 
majority for it. Conservative senators 
believe the house proposition will win Ml 
the conference, the impression beiug 
(hat the house will refuse to yield and 
to prevent, further delay the friends of 
Cuba in the Senate will accept the house 
proposition. 

When the Senate adjourned lo-night 
Senator Davis stated his intention to 
ask the Senate to sit continuously after 
beginning the session to-morrow unless 
an agreement, to lix a time .when a vote 
can he secured. "I see no other way 
of bringing the matter to an issue, _ be 
said. "I, of course, do not enjoy night 
sessions any more than other senators, 
but I appreciate the importance of get- 
ting the speeches off and securing a vote 
at the earliest hoar." 

Anxious as Senator Davis and others 
of his mind are for a speedy vote, the 
indications are for considerable delay. 
The Vice-President has received requests 
from about, twenty senators for recogni- 
tion to speak and others are expected 
to make similar applications. All these 
insist that they have no intention of 
speaking for the purpose of causing do- 
lav, hut nevertheless they will eonsumo 
many hours of time. It would seem now 
that even in the ease of a continuous, 
session a vote would not be possible be- 
fore Saturday. 

SPAIN HEADY TO FIGHT. . 

Madrid, April .14.— (Via. Bayonne).— 
The anti government press is rabid and 
the whole town is very warlike. The; 
Pals in big headlines on its front pages; 
announces "Infamy disciosed at lust.. 
Shame on the Cuban volunteers.!' It 
says: "As tin? government imposed :;i- 
lence upon us we will speak the" dumb 
language." Accordingly one page of the 
Pais contains hand signs reading "Death 
to traitors." 

Madrid; April 14. — Madrid has been 
much depressed by President MeKin- 
ley's message. It is believed that war 
cannot he averted now unless the Eu- 
I'opcau powers exercise pressure at 
Washington, and [-three! at least nre 
known to be unwilling to do so. The- 
colonial minister, however, seems to- 
think that the message- may lead to 
peace. . 

London, April 1 !.— A Spanish minister; 
a special despatch from Madrid to-duv 
announces, declared in an interview that 
should President McKinley notify Spain 
to evacuate Cuba, "this government will 
immediately and emphatically refuse, 
and is fully prepared to take the con- 
sequences. The government," continued' 
the minister referred to, "does not re- 
gret according the armistice, as it has 
improved its position from an Interna- 
tional point of view and made it more- 
difficult for the United States to inter- 
vene without pnting itself completely 
in the wrong."

C. P, Ii. AFFAIRS. 

Mr. Marpole, on behalf of the C.P.R., 
denies that there is any intention to re- 
move the Pacific divisional headquarters 
fif the company to Winnipeg, but be 
admits that departmental changes are 
being made, the effect of some of which 
as it is already known, wdll be the 
transfer of rather important railroad 
functions from Vancouver to Winnipeg.

states that if it can be procured with ad- 
vantage from near Vancouver, this shall 
certainly be done. It is clear that the

the Centennial in mistake for the Xing- 
chow, the bluniler of the consignors be- 
ing revealed to Capt. Thompson at a 
time when the debarkation of the nui- 
mals would cause him much trouble and 
some cost. He declined therefore to put 
the horses ashore, unless paid thj 
charges incurred, and this being refused 
detained them. The captain was there- 
upon charged with theft, but a satisfac- 
tory arrangement has been made, under 
which the horses will be put ashore at a 
convenient state of the tide. 

i CAPT. M'CALLUM'S CASE. 

I To the Editor:— I read the "spirited 
•letter" of Capt. Arthur McCalluni pub- 
lished in your evening contemporary of 
the 13th iast. 1 gather that he is now 
posing ns the farmer's fried, t was pre- 
sent at his wife's appeal to the Court of 
Revision and Capt. McCalluni conclu- 
sively proved that a portion of the land 
was wild land within the inclining of 
the Assessment Act. The appeal -was 
limited to a part only of the property, 
but it was obvious why the appeal was 
limited, viz., because the assistant as- 
sessor had under valued that portion of 
the property from which he did not ap- 
peal. Much to Capt. McCallum's sur- 
prise the judge revised the whole assess- 
ment. The decision of the court is un- 
doubtedly in accordance with the sta- 
tute and was brought about by the point 
raised by Capt. McCalluni. The sta- 
tute in question was in force long prior 
to the Davie or Turner government com- 
ing into existence, and the principle of 
the judge's decision has been applied to 
other cases. It is all moonshine tor Cnpt. 
McCalluni to imply that Mrs. McCal- 
lum's farm was selected to establish the 
point decided. 

I The Honorable John II. Turner and 
[ bis government are no more responsible 
lot the decision of the court than toe 
man supposed to be in the moon. More- 
over, any person who has any knowledge 
of Mr. S. Perry Mills, the judge of the 
Court of Revision knows that he would 
be the last ma» to have his judgment 
influenced by upy instructions from the 
government, in fuel if there is any 
I cause of complaint it should come from 
the government, for in the year ISIIG he 
reduced the values in Victoria, Esqui- 
mau and Saanich districts thousands of 
dollais. The farmers weie higllly sat- 
isfied with his decisions and >.bo judge 
repeatedly stated that in every ease the 
I farmer and settler had the benefit of the 
' doubt to the disadvantage of the gov- 
. er'nment assessor. 

I I venture to assert that neither the 
Premier nor Attorney-General ever 
spoke to the judge either before or after 
his decision, and that the judge iH left 
entirely to discharge his duty under the 
Assessment Act, in any case without 
being influenced by ulterior considera- 
tions.

unjustified pretension to intervene in 
Cuba." 

A special to the World from Barcelona 
says: Gen. Weyler has arrived from 
his home on the Balearic islands. He is 
hastening to Madrid in consequence of 
news telegraphed him at. Mnjoriu by 
friends at the capital. ; 'I go to Madrid," 
he said, "because I consider things criti- 
cal. Everybody wants to be at his post. 
All ofllccrs on leave having been order- 
ed to join their corps, it is fair that the 
generals should do the same." 

THE TRAGEDIES IX STOKE. 

London, April 14.— The Times, in a 
long article this morning, discussing the 
naval situation, and comparing the na- 
vies of Spain and the United States, 
says: "The war must primarily, if not 
mainly, be conducted by sea. Before 
either combatant can employ land forces 
it must have asserted and made good its 
Claim to superiority afloat within the 
sphere of its operations. This can only 
be done by meeting and defeating 'he 
enemy's forces nt sea, or by confining 
them to a port, If instead of doing I his 
an attempt were made, for example, by 
the United States to invade Spanish ter- 
ritory, or, on the other hand, by the 
Spanish to send reinforcements to Cuba, 
it might probably lead to disaster. With- 
in recent years the defeat of the? Italians 
at Lissa and the defeat of the Chines" 
at Valoo have showed the accuracy o£ 
this view of the situation. It is unlikely 
that President McKinley's advisers will 
fall into a similar erroi and doubt is 
thereby thrown upon the alleged inten- 
tion of commencing operations by the in- 
vasion of Cuba or Porto Rico. As for 
the possibilities of an American or 
Spanish naval victory, the stragetic san- 
ation may be simplified, of course, if the 
Spanish should not send a licet across the 
Atlantic, but in this chse she virtually 
relinquishes everything. Although her 
record as a sea power during the last 
three centuries is one of almost continu- 
ous disaster, it affords numerous exam- 
ples of heroism and gallantry on the part 
of her seamen in adverse circumstances, 
while the personal bravery of her people 
is beyond question." 

THE SPANISH MINISTER. 

Washington, April 14. — The Spanish 
minister, Senor Polo, has made! final pre- 
parations for his departure from Wash- 
ington, but no actual step in that direc- 
tion will be taken until specific instruc- 
tions are received from Spain. Up to 
the present time there has been no such 
instruction but the preparations have 
been completed in view of the obvious 
condition of affairs. The official arch- 
ives which constitute the most import- 
ant possession of the Spanish legation 
have been sealed in readiness to be 
placed in charge of the French ambassa- 
dor at 'Washington. M. Cainbond. 
There are a large number of cases, each 
protected by wire screens. The removal 
of those documents has not been or- 
dered from Madrid, nor has the foreign 
office at Paris been instructed to receive 
teh archives and act temporarily in be- 
half of the Spanish government. At the 
same time a call by the French am- 
bassador at the Spanish legation and a 
return call by Senor Polo to the 
French embassy brought about an un- 
derstanding as to what steps would be 
taken in the event of the retirement of 
the minister. 

Until to-dity the Spanish minister has 
accepted the social courtesies extended 
to him, these being numerous and In- 
cluding the hospitality of cabinet officers 
ond others high in the government ser- 
vice. In view, however, of the reports 
of the foreign affairs committee to con- 
gress and the grave trend of affair:*, ho 
has deluded' not to accept further cour- 
tesies of this character as it necessarily 
involves his coming into close personal 
relations with public men who may par- 
ticipate in the sever, and in his judg- 
ment, unwarra nted, denunciation of 
Spain's official reports. 

THE POPE'S DISTRESS. 

London, April 1+,— The Rome corres- 
pondent of the Daily News says: The 
Pope is exceedingly upset by the latest 
developments in the Spanish-American 
question, which seems turning to war, 
which he had tried to avert. This morn- 
ing, having said mass in the Eistine cha- 
pel, he turned to those around him and 
exclaimed: 

"1 have prayed to Coil with the whole 
force of my being and with the deepest 
favor to upset this sad war and not al- 
low my pontificate to end in the smoke 
of battle. Otherwise I implored the 
Almighty to take me to himself, that I 
may not behold such a sight." 

'Chose present say that the aged pon- 
tiff spoke with such real emotion that 
his words deeply touched all. After 
mass the Pope and Cardinal Rampollo 
conferred to-gelher for an hour, and 
then they were joined by the Spanish 
ambassador, who was the bearer of the 
warlike news. I learn that one of the 
projects of tin 1 Pope, if the chief obstacle 
to peace has been the refusal of the in- 
surgents to accept an armistice, was to 
instruct, the Bishop .of Havana to send 
the Capuchin monks to preach peace 
and modification to the people all over 
the island.

"We have one woman nurse, two men 
and a cook in charge. The Skagway 
doctors are attending for little or noth- 
ing as expenses permit. , 

"We must build an addition— only of 
an inexpensive and temporary character. 
I am going to begin this immediately. 
The present accommodation is totally in- 
adequate, unsuitable, etc. 

"We have assumed a great responsi- 
bility, but it is an opportunity most im- 
portant. What I want is this. Tele- 
graph those facts to headquarters, 
church papers — to any of our rich church 
people and to Miss Emery and say that 
we need money at once to carry on this 
work."

"The people of Skagway have been 
forced to start an emergency hospital, 
culled a union. The need of it beggars 
description. It has aided and may re- 
lieve many, many cases of the greatest 
distress. The people have responded to 
the cries and appeals of their humanity 
nobly. 

"Impressed with the importance of the 
institution the representatives of tin' 
public have asked me to take charge 
of it and I have done it. They have 
transferred it all into our hands.' The 
emergency hospital is a simple log cabin

Trifling Tariff Changres This Year 
line Manufacturers Warned 
tor the Future. 



The minister of finance prefaced his 
speech with but a few Words of intro- 
duction, almost at once taking up (lie 
trade figures of the past two yearn. lie 
showed that the revenue for 1800-1)7, the 
first Liberal year, was §37,82(1,000, com- 
pared with $30,018,000 I'm- 1805-08-^or 
an increase of $1,211,187. The expend- 
iture was $38,340,000 as against $30,949,- 
000, or an increase of $1,400,000. The 
outcome was a deficit of $519,981 as 
compared with a deficit of !?:W0,5")1 in 
1895-90. These figures refer purely to 
current account or "consolidated fund," 
'They take no account of capital ex- 
penditure. 

Proceeding lie tool; up the finances of 
the current year, ending .Tune 30 next, 
lie expected the customs revenue would 
reach $21,000,000. Last year it was 
$19,478,000. Excise duties on whiskey, 
beer, tobacco, etc., he expected would 
vield $8,000,000 dollars revenue and 
other sources SlO.IHJtl.OOO, making gross 
recepits of $39,:!0(),000. 
. Theexpenditure for the current year. 
Mr. Fielding estimated at $3S,750,000 
so that he calculated the business of the 
vear (as to current expenditure, apart 
from capital account) would end with a 
surplus of *r,. r >(>,000. 
Estimated revenue, 1897-98.. $39,300,000 
Estimated expenditure 38,750,000 



Surplus $550,000 

At June 30 last, the net public debt 
was $261,538,500. During the present 
year the net expenditure on capital ac- 
count (over and above the expected sur- 
plus of $550,000 on current account or 
consolidated fund) would be about four 
and a half millions, bringing the net 
debt by next June 30 up to ??'0G,038,590.

Mr. Fielding next took up the esti- 
mated financial conditions of the coin- 
ing fiscal vear 1S9S-00. He pointed out 
that the full 25 per cent, preferential 
tariff accorded to England would come 
into effect on 1st July next. This would 
mean an increased importation of Eng- 
lish dutiable goods rather than Ameri- 
can and foreign goods at higher duty, 
and a consequent loss of revenue, which 
loss would have to be made up in other 
directions, so as to equal the revenue 
of $21,000,000 from customs of the pre- 
sent vear. lie expected to realize $S,- 
P.00,000 from excise and $11 } 000,000 
from miscellaneous sources, making with 
his estimate of customs revenue a total 
revenue for one year of $500,000,000 The 
government's estimate of expenditure 
for the vear totalled $39,000,000 or much 
the same as the present year if the ex- 
penditure on account of the Yukon and 
the extension of the Intercolonial were 
excepted. Apart from these factors, 
therefore, he looked for a good surplus 
of consolidated fund next year. 

Mr. Fielding next went into figures to 
show there had been an extraordinary 
development of trade under Liberal re- 
gime. His first proof was the increase 
of deposits in the government and char- 
tered savings banks. lie gave the lig- 
nres for the years from 1SD2 to 180 1, 
For the two extremes of his table they 
were:

The increases in both cases were chief- 
ly made up on freight and live stock. 
The evidence in connection with the rail- 
way stocks had advanced greatly in 
price, the C. P. It. stock doubling in 
value. 

Mr. Fielding next railed attention to 
the evidences of prosperity in the 
trade returns. Imports during lS!)0-!»7 
were $110,218,000 or an 8 million in- 
crease. Exports were the largest in the 
country's history, $137,950,253. Thiswas 

10 millions in excess of the previous 
year, and 24 millions in excess of 1S04- 
lio. Our imports up to the end of Feb- 
ruary during the present year (exclusive 
of coin bullion) were $S0,82l,8l3, an in- 
crease of 12 millions over tin? same peri- 

011 last year. This was larger than the 
total for any year previous to 1800. 

Mr. Fielding wound up (his portion of 
bis speech by declaring that: these evi- 
dences of increasing prosperity could be 
seen because prosperity hail come to the 
farmers. An effort bad been made by 
Conservatives In stimulate farming 
by making a special effort to protect the 
roinufacturers. This was putting (he 
cart, before the horse. The true basis on 
which to build up manufacturing was to 
build up the farming industry. Our 
increased prosperity was due lo the suc- 
cess of (he farmer, and we should by all 
reasonable effort encourage him. 

Mr. Fielding next dealt with the loan 
floated Inst year in London which he held 
proved that Canada's credit was of the 
highest order. Though but '-V< per cent, 
interest was offered, the offers accepted 
for the lonn averaged £01 10s. 5d. per 
£100, making (he net interest paid by the 
government 2% per cent, lie pointed 
out (he successful conclusion of the loan 
as of prime importance to Canada in 
connection with $100,000,000 of national 
<(ebt bonds which would fall due and 
have to bo renewed during the coining 
ten years. The decreased rate of in- 
terest which Canada now could gel 
would make a saving of $1,140,000 on the 
annual payments on the debt. 

Proceeding Mr. Fielding announced 
(he expected reduction to 2Y< per cent, 
in the interest paid on deposits in gov- 
ernment savings banks, while the sav- 
ing to the treasury by this reduction 
would he considerable the most import- 
ant aspect he argued was the cheapen- 
ing of money it would bring nli/mt. A

Sec- 
ondly, the great increase of cultivation 

of the sugar 1 t in Europe and of 

sugar-making from it owing to the prac- 
tice by Germany and France of paying 
(heir refiners a bonus on beet-root sugar. 

Mr. Fielding dwell on the rracl (hat 
the British West Indies were now suf- 
fering from such a severe depression 
that their condition was a serious 
problem to the Imperial government. 
It had occurred to (he Dominion that 
Canada had some Imperial responsi- 
bility and should lend the Indies and 
through them the [Umpire a helping 
bund. Their tariff was so high, though 
not a protective, but simply a revenue 
tariff, that (hey could not properly 
come under (he preferential treatment 
which the government proposed should 
be given till British colonies having a 
tariff not unfavorable to (he Domin- 

ion. However, in spile of (bis the 

done on borrowed capital. The mer- governmunt, in view of the special i- 



rcr gets his enpi- 
ahd us the govern- 
paying more than the 
savings deposits, the 
people placed money with (he govern 
ment instead of depositing it in the 
banks, which could lend it cut again 
lo business men. The class wdio suf- 
fer through this he rhought were ol 
much greater importance than thi 
class who benefitted by high interest 
in the savings banks, and the govern- 
ment decided to adopt a course which 
would reduce the cost of money to th 
who carry on the business of the coun- 
try. Incidentally he claimed (hat gov 
eminent savings hanks were designed 
chielly to affrod a place of safe de- 
posit for the thrifty poor, while now 
(hey were used to a great extent by 
others than this class of people, namely 
by well-to-do persons, who would rather 
lake 3 per cent, interest than invest 
their money otherwise 

Mr. Fielding next reviewed (he tar- 
iff as amend'.*:! last year, which revis- 
ion, he claimed, though it; provided 
but moderate changes, was by no 
means the old X. 1'. as claimed by 
Conservatives, lie contended that the 
Liberal tariff hail removed practically 
all specific duties (which, he said, ran 
from •!() to 00 per cent, on an ail val- 
orem basis), ami he read a list of 00 
articles on which he claimed a sub- 
stantial reduction had been made. 

With regard to the tariff lie said 
the government desired to avoid radi- 
cal changes which might seriously dis- 
turb business. Tariff stability was 
very desirable, and it, was perhaps 
better to endure a few tariff evils than 
to run the risk entailed by frequent 
changes. Hut be did not wish to con- 
\ey the idea that the present tariff was 
a duality fur ton or for even live years. 
So lung as the duties were as high as 
they were the tariff would not be set- 
tled. He was afraid there was no rest 
for the protected manufacturer, and 
it would be well for the manufacturer 
to realize this and apply the time and 
opportunity be now bad to get. his 
business on a basis which would en- 
able it: to stand on its own bottom 
without protective duties. A world of 
good would have resulted .if during 
the past 20 years the time and money 
spent on tariff watching and wire 
pulling at Ottawa had been spent on 
improvement of business and machin- 
ery nnd factories. If die manufacturer 
expected permanency in the tariff he 
must expect, it on a much lower rate 
of duties than at present. The govern- 
ment's course in the future' must anil 
would be in t he direction of freer trade. 
This year there would be but one change 
in the tariff, and that regarding sugar. 
Except, of course, in the matter of the 
preferential duties in favor of Britain 
and the sister colonies. 

The finance minister then took lip 
the question of (he preferential tariff. 
When the Liberal government hist year 
announced British goods were to be 
allowed into Canada al 25 per cent, 
less customs duties than the goods of 
other countries, (he proposition was 
framed so that it would not appear to 
discriminate against (he United States 
or other foreign countries. It was 
worded so that any country could get 
the preference if it gave Canada equal- 
ly favorable customs terms. The result 
was that a number of countries other 
than Britain and her colonies took ad- 
vantage of the preference. Further, 
there was trouble with the '•favored 
nation" treaties of Britain. Britain, 
iiaving arrangements with Germany 
and Belgium that German and Belgian 
goods should get as favored treatment 
from Britain and her colonies us any 
other nation, or as British goods (hem- 
solves got in British colonies, Canada 
had to give the same preference to Ger- 
many and Belgium as to Britain. But 
Britain Inter on was persuaded by 
Canada to drop her "favored nation" 
treaties. In return, Canada is to con- 
line her customs preference to the Bri- 
tish Empire— at least (o such parts us 
do not ask higher duties on Canadian 
goods than Canada does on theirs. 

Beviewing this situation, Mr. Field- 
ing said (hat the chief feature of the 
government's tariff policy last year was 
the preferential provision with respect 
to Britain, and it. had proved a signal 
success. Proceeding he showed the dif- 
ficulties that had to be met with in 
this matter in connection with "most 
favored nation" and other treaties of 
the motherland, and asserted that the 
active course followed by the govern- 
ment had resulted in the clearing away 
of these difficulties. The Conservatives 
had talked for years about favoring 
Britain, and passed resolutions, but 
had never got any further. The moves 
on the part of the Liberal government 
had kindled a grand colonial senti- 
ment in Britain which bad brought 
about the abolition of the treaties 
standing in the way of a British pref- 
erential tariff. 

Now an amended preferential scheme 
was to go into effect August 1st next. 
This would confine the 25 per cent, re- 
duction in Canadian customs duties to 
Great Britain and Ireland, the Ber- 
muda Islands and the West Indies and 
to such other British colonies and pos- 
sessions as have tariffs as favorable 
towards Canada as ours is favorable 
to them. At. present this probably 
meant only British India and New 
South Wales, but (he minister of cus- 
toms was to determine what colonies 

arc entitled to this preference. In tile 
ease of manufactured articles imported 
from countries enjoying the preference, 
the articles must be bona fide products 
of the country exporting them. The 
preference is t.i consist ol" a reduction 
of one quarter of the ordinary duty, 
but it is not (o apply to wines, liquors, 
articles containing alcohol, tobacco, and 

cigarettes. Kelined sugar is to In - 

titled (o (he preference only when there 
is evidence that it has been manufac- 
tured in the countries enjoying pre- 
ference treatment, and from sugar 
grown in a British colony. 

It. will be noted that the new pre- 
ference is to go lit present to Britain, 
New South Wales, Ber- 
British West Indies. All 
re practically free trade 
which Canndian goods 
or none.

ditlons existing there, had decided to 
extend the preferential treatment to 
them without demanding any conces- 
sions in return. 

Then', was no reason why a remuner- 
ative trade should not 1)6 built up be- 
tween Canada and the Indies in food 
stuffs such as Canada lias to sell. They 
afforded a good market which it would 
be .advantageous to Canada to have. 

The government proposed to still 
further help the West Indies by a re- 
arrangement of the sugar duties. At 
present the raw sugar duty is a specific 
one and so militates against the lower 
grades of sugar. The sugar trade of 
the Indies which was once very great 
Utl3 sunk under the competition of 
bonussed beet root sugar. West. Indian 
sugar is of u low grade, and in order 
to these colonies a helping hand 

the government proposed to exact duty 
not on the existing specific basis hut on 
the basis of polariscope tests, which 
would be equivalent t.» an ad valorem 
duly. The government proposed to fix 
the sugar duty at -10 cents per 100 lbs. 
for sugar testing 75 degrees under the 
polariscope system and increasing the 
duty l'/j cents for each additional de- 
gree. The average test of raw sugar 
used to-dny is 512 degrees. On (hat 
high grade (he duty would be 05'/.. cfs. 
per 100 lbs., as against: 50 cents under 
the existing tariff, but then the prefer- 
ence of a quarter would come off the 
05'/. cents, so that even the high grade 
of West India raw sugar would pay no 
more duty I ban at present, and the 
lower grades pay much h-ss. This was 
the only change in duty the govern- 
ment proposed to make. It was im- 
possible to say what the effect of the 
change would lie on the revenue. All 
would depend on tin? quantity of sugar 
imported from the Indies. There would 
be a decrease in the duty on that, but 
an increase on sugar imported from 
other countries, and it was expected 
the change would on the whole give a 
moderate increase of revenue. 

Mr. Ficldiug also announced :i return 
to the polariscope test in connection 
wilh the duties on refined sugars. The 
duty is to be 81.08 per 100 lbs. on nil 88 
degree or lower test and an increase of 
1% cents for every additional degree. 
Yellow sugar which averages 88 de- 
grees, will under this bear an increase 
in duty of 8 cents per lot) lbs., while 
granulated sugar which tests !)',)'/.. de- 
grees, will have to pay $1,24% per 
100 lbs. as against $1 ut present. This 
is an increase equivalent to %c. per 
pound. 

Mr. Fielding concluded by an inter- 
esting peroration in which he set forth 
the peace, progress and prosperity of 
the country. He referred (o (he happy 
calling of the Manitoba school question 
and pointed out that trade was active, 
agriculture prosperous, canal enlarge- 
ment and railway extension advanc- 
ing ami fishery and mineral industries 
constantly developing The govern- 
ment was not foolish enough (o claim 
that the good times were all the out- 
come of their policy, but so far as 
legislation could promote these things 
(he government hud done its part. He 
wound up by declaring the British pre- 
ference legislation had been hailed with 
joy by the mother country and every 
friend of Imperial unity; and by de- 
claring that only one more step now 
remained to be taken and that was to 
include every colony and possession of 
Her Majesty's Empire in the prefer- 
ence.

REDISTRIBUTION. 

The redistribution bill will meet nil 
reasonable expectations. It is not very 
easy in any province to adjust represen- 
tation upon ideal lines. The plans adopt- 
ed arc necessarily governed by various 
considerations and must, fall short of 
(securing perfect equality between all 
sections and all interests. This is true 
of all the provinces of the Dominion 
both in respect to their representation in 
the local legislatures and that in par- 
liament. There are many reasons for 
this. In the first place it is not pos- 
sible to devise a perfect basis of repre- 
sentation. Population will not do. If 
it were relied upon alone/in nil the 
provinces some localities would have to 
be practically unrepresented, because 
they have not sufficient inhabitants to 
entitle them to separate representation, 
and to annex them to another district 
would be simply to extinguish them as 
political entities. They would be lost 
sight of. The wealth and commercial in- 
terests accumulated at certain centres 
form another element to he taken into 
vonsiderution. Established custom also 
hits its influence. It is regarded in .,11 
parte' of Canada as an ungracious tiling 
t" take away representation from a lo- 
cality. In a province like British Co- 
lumbia the problem is rendered still more 
difficult by the changing character of the 
existing conditions. A locality that is 
adequately represented one year may 
berore the term of the legislature ex- 
pires he very inadequately represented. 
Such, for example, was I he case of 
Kootenay. Another case is that of a dis- 
trict which is on the eve of very rapid 
development, when the equitable de- 
mands of the immediate future must' he 
taken into account as well as the require- 
ments of the present. Such a case is that 
■of Cassiar. Another class of cases is 
that presented by the Vancouver Island 
constituencies. There is every indication 
that before the term of another house 
expires, conditions will lie materially 
changed on the island owing in part to 
the development of resources near at 
home and in part to the certain growth 
id' Victoria and its environs because ot 
the increase of northern trade. Vet it 
mould hardly he fair to suggest any 
changes on the island. Another sort of 
-ease is that of Vancouver." Compared 
with Victoria, that city has not quite 
sufficient representation, yet to give it 
another seat will he to tip the scale 
in the other direction. So the future 
must lie looked to, and this indicates 
that if Vancouver is given another rep- 
resentative and no change is made in 
either Victoria or Esqtlinialt, the Iwo 
chief centres of population on the Coast 
v. ill both have adequate membership in 
the now house. A minor and yet im- 
portant consideration to he taken into 
account is the arrangement of the boun- 
daries of constituencies. Some ingenu- 
ity is requisite to do this properly. Ex- 
pediency must govern, and by expedi- 
•ency we mean the convenience of the 
niters. K„ r some years to come there 
"ill doubtless lie many changes made in 
(his direction. Indeed, it may lie taken 
for granted that any distribution of 
inembership must he only temporary. 
There was a redistribution in 1890, an- 
other 1894 and now we have another 
in 1S98. There can hardly he any reas- 
onable doubt 'hat another will lie called 
)or in 1902. 

The changes made do not call for 
much comment, because their fairness is 
apparent on their face. The Kootouavs 
gain two members, Vancouver one and 
'Cassiar one. We think it will he con- 
e( ' ,,0<i the boundaries of the Koote- 
JM.V districts have hee„ well arranged. 
The- rtosslahtl district gets a slice off 
Vale, a change that 'if in keeping with 
Ihe oil,,.,- relations of the districts thus 
united. There is a slight change in the 
boundary of two of the island constitu- 
encies. On the whole we think the re- 
distribution hill will recommend itself 
to the very great majority of the people 
Of the province, who will see in it a de- 
sire on the part of the government to 
meet the requirements of the situation 
without needlessly disturbing conditions. 

The membership of the house is in- 
creased to thirty-seven by these changes, 
and we think this a decided advantage. 
Instead of the British Columbia legis- 
lature being too large, it is to,, .small. 
A very great deal of committee work has 
to be done ami in a house of thirty- 
throe members must he on more com- 
mittees than they can attend to. With 

f ° ur m«rc men at |,jn disposal, .Mr. 
Speaker can make up his committees so 
Hint it will not he necessary, as often as 
it now is, to postpone meetings because 
some of the members are already en- 
gaged. 



THE RAILWAY To THE NORTH. 

The danger there is in delaying action 
in 1 lie matter of the Coast-Teslin railway 
.is rendered very obvious by tile article 
from the Toronto Globe printed in the 
Colonist's despatches yesterday. The 
Globe hopes that one result of the nego- 



tiations to ho carried on between the 
Canadian and United States govern- 
ments may he the establishment of a 
free port at the head of Lynn Canal, 
where equal bonding privileges will he 
extended to the citizens of both coun- 
tries. This somewhat shadowy hope 
will he put forward as a reason why the 
Dominion government ought not to take 
the initiative in any steps looking to- 
wards railway connection with the 
Northern gold fields, and the result will 
he that the advocates of the Edmonton 
route will he aide to strengthen them- 
selves, so that if in the end it shall be 
arranged that such facilities shall he 
given, and a railway shall he built, Brit- 
ish Columbia may us well give up any 
hope of seeing a line from her Coast to 
the North. Instead of a city being built 
up on some one of the Northern inlets, 
to add to the wealth and importance of 
the province ami contribute its share to- 
wards maintaining the government, of 
the country, a city will he established 
upon territory which us likely as not will 
he in the United Stales, and is now in 
point of fact under the control of the 
United States. Instead of facilities be- 
ing given for the development of the 
country lying East of Southeastern Alas- 
ka, its progress will he blocked for half 
a century. 

But wili any sane mull contend that in 
the event of such an entrepot to the Yu- 
kon being established at the head of Lynn 
being established at. the head of Lynn 
Canal, the people of the Northwest and 
of the Eastern provinces will he eoutent? 
Do we not know as surely us anything 
in the future can be known that tin agi- 
tation would he begun and carried on to 
a successful conclusion to secure a line 
that will give the East ami the prairie 
country r.ccess to the Yukon valley, with- 
out having to transport: goods all the 
way across the continent unci then a 
thousand miles up the Coast to a city 
in United States territory? Let us look 
at this matter like sensible men, and 
ask if we would be content to see it 
railway built to carry all the trade of 
Ihe Yukon to the East without, moving 
every influence under our ct litrol to se- 
cure a competing km. And is it aol 
reasonable to suppose that, the Eastern 
peopie will sick to tffset a project that 
will take trade from them.' If it. were 
known that a railway we.v about to he 
constructed from Edmonton to tup the 
Yukon, would not the people of British 
Columbia close at once with tin offer to 
build a line from the Coast to Teslin 
Lake, if the amount of money called for 
was within the ability of the 1 rovineo'.' 
Most certainly they would, and this b - 
ing so. are we not justified in supposing 
that our Eastern fellow Canadians will 
use every mean.-; in their power to get 
a railway into the Yukon which will 
draw trad.? directly to them instead of 
submitting them to the competition or 
the Coast cities of the United States? 

Unless British Columbia comes to 
the rescue in this emergency, the best 
interests of the province will oortninly 
suffer, but if prompt action is taken, 
the hands of the Dominion government 
can be forced. We invita members of 
the legislature to answer the following 
questions: 

Is it not desirable in the interests of 
the trade of Ihe Coast) cities that rail- 
way connection should he established 
at. the earliest possible day with the 
Yukon? 

Will not such a railway benefit the 
farming sections of the Coast, and ihe 
great grazing areas of the Interior? 

Will not such a lt.ilway, if it is built 
from a point on the British Columbia 
Coast, open a very large and valuable 
area within this province, and will it 
not lead to the building up at its Co:i.-l 
terminus and its Teslin Lake termini's 
of important towns? 

Will a railway from the head of Lynn 
Canal to the Yukon serve these pur- 
poses, but will it not on the contrary 
build up an important town upon what 
may rot be Canadian territory? 

Can British Columbia afford to run 
the chance of the Dominion parliament 
taking up a railway from Edmonton in- 
stead of one from the Const? 

Inasmuch as a railway is to be built 
somewhere to tap the Yukon wnte.s, 
is it not in the interest of British Col- 
umbia that, this railway should he an 
enterprise wholly in British Columbia? 

Can any member of the legislature, 
■is a British Columbian, responsible to 
a British Columbia railway to the 
Which he safeguards their interest-;, af- 
ford to reject, the certainty of securing 
the British Columbia railway to die 
Yukon, for the uncertainty attaching 
to action b.v the federal authorities? 

Wo address these questions to mem- 
bers in opposition as well as to thono 
who usually support Ihe government. 
This issue is not one determined upon 
long ago by ihe governiU'-'tlt and :i p i i t 
of its general policy. It lias been forc- 
ed by the turn matters have taken at 
Ottawa. Hence, as we said at the outset, 
there is no politics in the matter, and 
members on both sides of the home 
are free to support any line of policy 
that will lend to the consummation of 
the much needed project.

A Great. Crowd of Feople Have En- 
camped Building Boats— Tele- 
phone from Skagway. 

J. V. Wurdner, after whom the pro- 
gressive town of Wardno", B. ('., on the 
Crow's Nest Pass railroad, and Ward- 
ncr, Idaho, are named, and tic first 
bbippcr of ore out of the Slocan country, 
came down from the North on the 
islander yesterday morning, and is stay- 
ing at the Drinrd. Mr. Wardner is 
known all over the Pacific Coast. for the 
mining camps he has promoted, iintl lor 
the remarkable enterprise he is always 
displaying. He was on the Island- 
er when the Willamette crashed 
into the ship, but speaks of the shock 
as being so slight that, lie didn't leave 
his bunk. A more serious danger the 
Islander ran into was a fierce storm off 
Treadwell, where had it not been for 
dipt. Irving's good management the 
vessel would have suffered. The com- 
modore, Mr. Wardner says, is equal to 
a great emergency at sea and he con- 
k'dera him one of the best navigators 
running North. 

Mr. Wardner left Lake Bennett on the 
5tii, where he says there is a great con- 
centration of people at. the present time, 
locating in places where timber can be 
icadily obtained for the building of 
bouts' preparatory to the opening of 
navigation. Spencer, of Portland, Ore., 
is there building a steamer to run the 
White Horse rapids, with a capacity for 
85 tons of freight, but in his enterprise 
Mr. Wardner says he will beat him and 
will have a steam bnrge making the trip 
before any other vessel, and incidentally 
establishing for himself another histor- 
ical record. This steimi barge is to be 
•10x12 feet, with a draught of only 30 
inches and a capacity for 20 tons of 
freight.

RAILWAX CHARTERS. 

Dr. Walkcm moveVI whereas the con- 
st ruction of railways^ in the province of 
British Columbia Is a matter of the 
utmost importance li > the inhabitants of 
the province, ns lanterinlly affecting 
their interests; and whereas occasions 
arise when applications are made to the 
Dominion purlliuneii"* for charters for 
railways in British Columbia, independ- 
ent of any applications for the same to 
the provincial Icgrklatiire; and whereas 
the granting of such charters by the Do- 
minion parliament tatiy frequently con- 
flict with the interests of the people of 
British Columbia, especially when the 
railways in question pass the interna- 
tional boundary into the United States: 

Therefore, he it resolved, that an hum- 
ble address be [iresc-mted to His Honor 
the Lieutennnt-G-ovc-inor, to move the 
Dominion government to oppose the 
granting: of any charters for railways 
in British Columbin, unless such railway 
companies have first severally obtained 
a charter from the provincial legislature. 
In moving this Ur, Walkcm remarked 
that the point was of more than of or- 
dinary interest. ThLs province hud ex- 
pended large amounts of money in the 
development of the province, but after 
this the Dominion s-sliould not step in 
nnd say who should reap the benefit of 
this development. S> mie time ago when 
the Nelson it Fort Sheppard railway 
was first coiitempln ted it was stren- 
uously opposed in lite Dominion by Sir 
John A. Macdonald imp to a certain stage 
until he found out -what the stand of 
the province wns on the question. As 
soon as a resolution went forth from 
this house in fuvoro f the road he with- 
drew his opposition. Now .Mr. Corbin 
was asking for :i chairtor from the Do- 
minion and (he despatches from Ottawa 
showed that the Minister of Public 
Works in contrast to some of the min- 
isters was taking the patriotic stand 
of Canada for Caninl5mis in opposing the 
charter.

John Clarke, one of the most expert- 
•ciicctl frontiersmen of the Ciissinr coun- 
try, and .1 well known trader of Wran- 
gel, nrriral there from Telegraph Orooh 
ya the Stli instant, having left Telegraph 
on the 1st, and l>y travelling night and 
it:iy made a particularly rapid trip — al- 
though a hazardous one by reason of the 
totting of the ice and the considerable 
quantity of water on the Btutace. 

All the .Mackenzie & Mann outflt, he 
in.vs, have arrived safely iit Telegraph 
Cheek, having lost but one team of 
horses through the ice while making 
flu journey up-river. The Klondike M., 
T. & T. Co.'s party are still sixty miles 
west of Ulcnorn and cannot now ud- 
\ auce, as the river is free from ice 
through to Telegraph (.'reek t'ro'm Co 
miles above Wrnugcl. 

Prior to the opening of the nppar o.ir- 
tion of the river, fully 500 people "got 
safely through to Glenora, this large 
company being now well en route to 
Teslin like. About 2,000 people are ut 
present camped along the river from its 

nth to the open water at the canyon 

head; they cannot proceed now owing to 
the open water and rotten ice unless they 
utilize? boats, with which few arc pro- 
vided. 

The ice is KoitiK to pieces nil along the 
river, and is now altogether unsafe for 
travel. From present indications it' a 
cold snap does not intervene, Mr. Clarke 
expects that the river will he open for 
steamboat navigation by the 25th of tliq 
present month— an exceptionally early 
date. 

Quite a number of horsey, sliglis and 
nutlits have been lost by breaking 
through or being carried down by the 
ice Hoe. Two Klondikers from Iowa, 
names unknown, broke through the 
(our miles above the canyon, and one of 
them was drowned in spite of the ef- 
forts of all in the vicinity to save, the 
■udlfits of both being at the same time 
lost. 

An interesting passenger by the Is- 
lander yesterday was M. II. Saunders, 
■who came down the Stikine on the ice 
last fall and was camped near the 
boundary until about the 1st instant, 
when he left, bis party and stalled back 
to civilization for more supplies. He 
v. ill wait until navigation is open before 
returning, as he does not wish any more 
experience on (he Stikine at this time of 
year. On the. way out he says he had Ii 
wade through slush and at times was 
doubtful about the safety of his life. 
Mr. Saunders is well posted on almost 
everything along the Stikine route. He 
says that one section of the Mann & 
Mackenzie party with about thirty-live 
light teams had reached Glenora before 
he left and other sections were to be 
ioiind at intervals lit about thirty miles 
along the route. Asked if he had heard 
any reports of the party returning, lie 
said he had not, that the talk was all 
the other way— "push ahead" and they 
were not only talking about this, but do- 
ing it. They had many hardships to 
contend with and one section lost their 
Teams which went: through the ice and 
were drowned. He heard no reports of 
any human lives being lost in any other 
than a natural way, but one fellow had 
a miraculous escape. He lay down 
on the ice lit an air hole to get a drink 
when the surface gave way ami he went 
down, coming up by the merest chance 
through another small air hole a little 
further down. 

From March 9 up to the time of his 
departure Mr. Saunders says that 1,000 
people had passed the boundary bound 
for the gold holds. Among these was 
a New York party of 65 under control 
of Mr. Upperin. There ware about 
lirty camps at the boundary; two build- 
nigs had already been put up by the 
police and three more were under con- 
struction. The best of order prevails 
all along (he route and the police find 
very little to do but what they do they 
do well. All kinds of laws of civilization 
have to be devised and only a short 
lime before Mr. Saunders left a Klon- 
rlilcer was arrested and fined for beat- 
ing his dogs, which move was highly ap- 
proved of by all humane people in the 
district. 

All along the banks of the river from 
the boundary In within about fifteen 
miles of Wrangel people are camped 
••■waiting the breaking up of the ice. 
None of them are inclined to move on' 
until this happens as they think it 
would be dangerous. The campers have 
.spent considerable of their time cutting 
wood, expecting to be able to sell it when 
the st earners commence to ply the river. 

At Cottonwood Island, which it about 
seven miles from Wrangel, two large 
'boats are building. One is for Captain 
Armstrong. It is 125 feet, in length and 
Ihe hull was just about finished when 
JiJr. Saunders passed. The other boat, 
is about 100 feet in length. It is being 
built by the Oypsie Queen party of gold 
hunters from Chicago numbering forty' 
odd, all of whom arc csmped there anil 
working at the steamer. 

Mr. Saunders also heard of the Pnwd- 
itey party, one half of which has landed 
with outfits at Glenora. The other half, 
according to the progress they were 
making, ought also to be there soon.

Hon. Mr. Eberts in reply said tliis 
question seemed to be a particular hobbj 
of Mr. Williams, It might not he out 
of place perhaps to go into a short his- 
tory of the question. About the" yeai 
IS00 Kootenay, or particularly that part 
of it now traversed by the Nelson & 
fort Sheppard railway was practical!] 
uuknow. With a laudable desire to 
open up that district the government 
had come to the assistance of Ihe Nel- 
son & Fort. Sheppard railway. At that 
time communication in Kootenay was 
very different from what it is to-day. 
The agreement, between the government 
was different from that between the 
Oa'nndq Western railway bcausc the 
Nelson & Fort: Sheppard people agreed 
to take only 10,240 acres to the mile as 
against: the 20,000 acres a mile which 
the other grants called for. At that 
time the Nelson & Fort Sheppard rail- 
way had only a bare charter and it was 
impossible to say just how long the rail- 
way would he. That was the reason no 
doubt, why it was decided to only men- 
tion the number of acres per mile and 
not the amount of the total grant. 
Therefore a contract was entered into 
between the government preceding this 
one, and the Nelson <Nc Fort Sheppard 
railway by which the company was to 
build the road. The railway put up its 
security and the section of the act was 
complied with before the government 
ment was to give 10,2-10 acres a miles, 
lace of the contract that the' govern- 
ment was to he given 10,240 a mile, 
would it have been a proper thing for the 
government to say that the company 
should content themselves with less. The 
fact was (hat. the railway was duly 
measured and the contract was carried 
out according to the intent of the act. 
The government carried out its agree- 
ment honestly and he was prepared to 
say if it ever came before the courts 
that the position the government took 
was right. The judgment of Mr. Justice 
Drake, quoted by Mr. Williams, had 
not dealt: with (his point at all, but with 
an entirely different one. The Nelson 
& Fort Sheppard had selected a block 
alongside 'lie railway, hut owing lo the 
sinuosities of the line a small portion of 
the square projected across the railway. 
Parker jumped this and (he court de- 
sired (hat the land being reserved Park- 
er had no right to locate on it. It was 
perfectly impossible lo take blocks along 
the line without part projecting across. 
In the case of the C.P.lt. mnny of the 
sections of the land grant extended 
across the railway because no railway 
ran in a perfectly straight line-, and iii 
taking mi the land the cardinal points 
had to be observed. The government 
bud carried out the law and it was the 
duty of the government to see that the 
province carried out its contracts hon- 
estly. There was nothing in the act to 
say that the land could not be taken 
outside of the alternate blocks when 
the company could not get the land they 
were entitled to within the alternate 
blocks. In earying out the agreement 
the government had looked alter the 
rights of miners and saw to it thai the 
contract was carried out in the best In- 
terests of the province. (Applause.) 

The Leader of the Opposition said that 
the Nelson & Fort Sheppard had agreed 
to take a grant in alternate blocks not 
(o exceed a certain amount and that the 
railway was to bo the base. When Mr. 
Coibin found that the government was 
very easy to manage, he had got that 
government (o take up (he land so that 
the government did not get the advan- 
tage of the alternate blocks. The gov- 
ernment in allowing a change in the 
agreement: had repudiated what the 
province had agreed to. 

Mr. K el lie -said the government, had 
exceeded (heir powers and besides this 
Air. Corbin had not complied with the 
act. The Nelson & Fort Sheppard had 
not 'had the land surveyed in accordance 
with the land laws of the province. Mr. 
Kellie said that as some of the corres- 
pondence hail not been brought down 
that he moved the adjournment of the 
debate. He wanted the papers in the 
Currie case brought down. 

Mr. Cotton claimed that the corres- 
pondence would have been brought down 
long before it had and put ihe blame on 
the Attorney-General for the delay. 

Hon. Mr. Eberts had never seen these 
papers. They were not in his depart- 
ment and hi' might also say that when 
Mr. Williams said that the' correspond- 
ence was not sufficiently complete he had 
obtained a memo, from Mr. Williams 
and had given instructions that lie be 
furnished with what he required an 
quickly as possible. As for the Carrie 
matter, ihe papers in it. had nothing to 
do with this case. As ho had before 
stated in the house the Chief Commis- 
sioner had decided in favor <•'' Mr. Cur- \"" 
lo as against the Nelson & I ort Shop- 4* 
pard railway company, and the latter ' ' 
had appealed to tin- courts, ibis being 
where (he matter stood at present. 

The debate was adjourned until' Mon- 
day. 

RETURN PRESENTED. 

Hon. .Mr. Turner presented additional 
returns with reference to (he Kevelstoke 
banks protection correspondence. It had 
not been in any of the departments, but 
hud been found in the private letter 
ppok of the lute Chief Justice, and the 
government had obtained permission lo 
make copies for the purpose of present- 
in to the house.

on the Speaker. It: was loo bad, he said, 
lo have so disreputable a paper publish- 
ed in the community, a paper (hat would 
attack a man who was in such a posi- 
tion that be could nor rise to resent it. 
Such a degradation of journalism was 
sincerely to be deplored. . 

Dr. Walkem also referred lo the I lines 
in respect to the insult offered by it to 
the British troops, called by this paper 
"murderers and butchers." The proper 
treatment for a man who would write 
such articles would be tar and feathers.

A BY-LAW. 



To provide for the weight and sale of 
bread and to further amend the 
Market By-Law. 

The Municipal Council of the Corpor- 
ation of the City of Victoria enacts as 
follows: 

1. All bread sold or offered for sale in 
the eity of Victoria in whatever shape, 
form or fashion, must be in loaves of i rrnji 
0110 pound and a half and three pounds Ilia 
avoirdupois weight respectively, and the I 
price charged therefor shall be at a ' ' 
rate per pound, and no person shall sell 
or offer for sale any bread except by 
weight. Provided always that for bread 
made 'M hours and over, one ounce light 
weight shall be allowed for every one 
pound and a half of bread, but when- 
ever such allowance in weight shall be 
claimed the burden of proof in respect 
to the time when the bread in respect of 
which such allowance shall be claimed, 
was baked, sold or exposed for sale shall 
devolve upon the defendant or baker of 
such bread. 

2. Nothing in the hist preceding sec- 
tion contained shall be construed or ex- 
tended to prevent bakers or other per- 
sons from selling currant loaves, bis- 
cuits, buns, rolls, crackers, niufUus, or 
any other fancy cakes commonly made 
in the trade. 

'.i. Every baker and every vendor of 
bread Bhall keep scales and weights suit- 
able for the weighing of bread in a con- 
spicuous place in his shop, and every 
baker and every vendor of bread shall 
weigh the bread sold or offered for sale 
is requested. 

i. No person shall use any alum or 
other deleterious material in making 
bread for sale, and no person shall sell 
or ofTer for sale any bread containing 
alum, or any other deleterious material. 

5. It shall be lawful for the Chief of 
Police and Policb Constables of the said 
citv and every one of (hem, and for the 
Medical Health Officer and Sanitary 
OtDcer and any other person the Mayor 
may appoint, at all reasonable hours to 
outer into and inspect and examine 
every bakery and baker's shop and other 
building and premises in the eity of 
Victoria when any bread is or shall be 
bilked, stored or deposited or offered for 
sale, and to inspect and examine all 
Hour and materials therein intended to 
be used in the making of bread for sale, 
and also to examine all bread found 
therein, anij to weigh the same , and al- 
so to examine every vehicle, truck, bar- 
row, and basket in which bread may be 
placed or stored in the said city for the 
purpose of delivery before and after the 
sale thereof, and to examine all bread 
found therein and to weigh the same 
and to seize and carry away any bread 
found under weight or any bread made 
contrary to the provisions of this by-law, 
and to prosecute all breaches of this by- 
lay before the Police Magistrate or oth- 
er Justice or Justices of the Peace hold- 
ing Police Court in the said city, 
and on conviction of the offender (in ad- 
dition to any penalty inflicted) all such 
bread as shall be found deficient in 
weight or made contrary to the provis- 
ions of this by-law shall be seized and 
foifeited to the use of the Corporation 
of the said eity in such manner as may 
be directed by the Police Magistrate, 
or other, the Justice or Justices of the 
Peace so convicting, and if any unwhole- 
some Hour or any alum or deleterious 
material intended to be used in the mak- 
ing of bread for sale shall be found in 
any bakery or shop or on the premises 
thereof Utc Chief of Police or other 
po'ieo constable or other person finding 
the same shall take away a small sample 
thereof for the purpose of evidence. 

(J. Every person making for sale or 
selling any bread, or having or of- 
fering any bread for Bale, or for delivery 
upon or after sale, or in supply of con- 
tract, or being in possession or in charge 
of any bread for sale or delivery within 
the said city, or of any bakery or shop 
in the said city, for the making of bread, 
or of any vehicle, truck, barrow, or 
basket for the delivery of bread, before 
or lifter sale thereof, shall, upo the re- 
quest of the Chief of Police or any 
Police Constable or member of the Po- 
lice Force of the said city, or any other 
person appointed by the Mayor as afore- 
said, submit to and permit and assist the 
inspection, weighing and examination 
of such bread under this by-law, and 
also the inspection of such vehicle, truck, 
burrow or basket for the delivery of 
bread, ad also such bakery or shop and 
all bread therein, and also all Hour, meal 
and materials found therein intended to 
be used in the making of bread for sale, 
and for that purpose shall open all ways, 
doors, locks, and fastening in and about 
the same, and about all cupboards, boxes 
and compartments therein, and no such 
person or persons as aforesaid shall, nor 
shall any other person whatsoever in any 
way thwart, refuse, impede, hinder or 
prevent any such inspection, weighing 
and examination of bread, or the inspec- 
tion of any vehicle, truck, barrow or 
basket for the delivery of bread, or any 
bakery or shop or any Hour, meal or oth- 
er materials therein intended to be used 
in the making of bread for sale. 

7. Section 1 of the Market By-Law. 
1806, is hereby repealed.

The steamer Islander with aearly -00' 
passengers on hoard returned from the 
North yesterday morning and will ^-o 
in the dry dock hoforo Ktnrtiug on an- 
other trip. She received her injuries 
while lying at anchor in about the mid- 
dle of Juneau— not Skagway — harbor. 
Strong winds nnd tides were prevailing 
when the Willamette came along anil 
tried to clear the Islander but became 
unmanageable and crashed into the O. 
P. N. steamer's bow, doing damage to- 
the woodwork which it will cont nboul 
$1,000 to repair. When tho Islander 
saw the Willamette coming she backed 
tho full length of her anchor chain; and 
had it not been for this she would un- 
doubtedly have been cut clean in two. 
The Willamette is also considerably in- 
jured, chiefly in her forward compart- 
ments. 

Apart from the 388 passengers whom 
the Islander brought down there Were- 
eighteen stowaways also on board. 
Those included two women whose hus- 
bands wore passengers. Tho stowaways 
wore all put to work on the steamer 
and when Nanaimo was reached seven- 
teen of them succeeded in fiottiri},' away. 
The eighteenth was brought on to Vic- 
toria and handed over to the provincial 
police. 

Among -the passengers were some who 
lost their outfits in the recent disaster, 
but none from Dawson City of any ol" 
the gold diggers. A large number were- 
from Skagway and Dyea, white others 
were from Juneau, Wrangel and u|> the- 
.Stiklno river. The nearest approach to 
a Dawsonite on board was Mr. A. 
Reeves, who has spent sonic weeks on 
the trail between Skagway and the 
hikes, lfo does not agree with the re- 
cent arrivals from the gold lields who 
state that the amount of gold to be 
brought out will bo much lower than gen- 
erally estimated. He believes that the 
amount will bo quite large, and says 
he has heard good confirmation of Huds- 
on Sulphur and Hunker creeks as rich, 
ns El Dorado and Bonanza. 

HANDSOME IN FRESH PAINT. 

There was an appearance of heatnes,s 
and good taste everywhere 'displayed 
about the steamer Amur when she left 
for the gateway cities of the North last 
night. Not a pound of freight hail been 
allowed aboard tho voss'el until yesterday 
morning while the sign "No admittance 
except on business" confronted all loit- 
erers attempting to go aboard. Tim 
crow wanted no one among them with- 
out a paint brush or some soap anil 
water. They have been busy as nailers- 
on the ship over since her return from 
the North and at improvement wrought 
in the clean up is very noticeable. Var- 
nish has boon added to heavy coats of 
paint, bringing out the well soleetotl 
colors. Yesterday the freight was hur- 
riedly placed in the spacious holds and 
when work was all finished lust even- 
ing the crew passed their time wagering 
over the prospective smartness of their 
trip. They were anxious to meet any 
admirers of the Ningchow and place 
some hard cash up in substantiation of 
their belief that the Amur would be the 
first of the two back in port. She will 
call as usual at Vancouver and will 
there receive nbOHt as many more pas- 
sengers as she has already on board., 
making the total number carried North 
over one hundred. Among those to em- 
bark here was a party of eight engin- 
eers who are going to Lake Kennett'to- 
place -the machinery in the three 
steamers there being put together for 
the Lake Bennett and Klondike Steam- 
Navigation Co. One of those vessels is 
to be in service between Bennett andS 
Miles Canyon while the others are to he- 
engaged between tho Canyon and Daw- 
son. P. P. Purdy, of the Klondike Trad- ' 
h.'ir and Transport Corporation, who. 
is going to Wrangel to take charge of 
the company's business there, was an- 
otlier passenger; while among still others • 
was Prank Crompton, a brother of the 
coroner. The steamer's freight from 
\ ictoria amounted to over fifty tons-.

It, the legislature yesterday the follow- 
ing correspondence in regard to tie 
Alien Labor bill passed last session was 
laid before the house. The decision of 
Hie Dominion government means Hint 
the hill will not bo assented to and will 
therefore be killed as effect Ull 111) as If il 
were vetoed. 

The first letter is one dated March 25, 
1S98, from the Lieutenant-Governor to 
the minister of justice, at Ottawa. It 
read: "Bill No. 1, entitled The Alien 
Labor act, 1807, was by my predecessor 
reserved for the signification of the 
Governor-General. May I ask what, if 
any action was or will be taken on it. 
My executive would like to know." 

In reply from E. L. NewtfSrabe, deputy 
minister of justice, Ottawa, dated March 
2I>. 1898, reads "By order in council 15th 
December lust this government declined 
to take any action with regard to Brit- 
ish Columbia Alien Labor act, 1897. Tha 
report will be communicated immediate- 
ly." 

Extract from a report of the privy 
council approved by the Governor-Gen- 
eral, December 15, 1807: "The com- 
mittee of the privy council have had un- 
der consideration the annexed report 
dated October 15, ISO", from the min- 
ister of justice upon a bill passed by 
the legislative assembly of British Co- 
lumbia in 1807, entitled "All Act Re- 
lating to the Employment of Chinese or 
Japanese Persons on Works Carried on 
Under Franchises Granted by Private 
Acts," which said hill has been reserved 
for the pleasure of your excellency in 
council by his honor the Lieut.-tiovernor 
of British Columbia. The, minister for 
the reasons slated in the snid report 
is intt prepared to recommend that the 
said bill should come into effect by reas- 
on of any action on the part of your ex- 
cellency's government. The committee 
concurring submit the said report i"or 
your excellency's approval. 

Ottawa, Oct. 15, 1S07. 
To His Excellency, 

The Governor-General in Council. 

The undersigned has had under con- 
sideration a reserved hill passed by the 
legislative assembly of British Columbia 
at the last sitting of the legislature 
(1807) intituled "An act relating to the 
employment of Chinese or Japanese per- 
sons on works carried on under fran- 
chises granted by private acts," and also 
the report of the Lient-Govcrnor of 
British Columbia to the secretary of 
state, in which his honor reports that 
ho has thought it advisable to reserve the 
bill for the pleasure *,i your excellency 
in council, because its provisions appear 
to his honor to be exceptional, and be is 
in doubt whether they come within the 
competence of the local legislature. His 
honor further states that sections 4 and

ests. There has also been referred to 
the undersigned in conned ion with the 
bill a copy of a communication addressed 
to your excellency by his imperial Japan- 
ese majesty's consul-general for Canada 
in which the consul-general states that 
he has been instructed by his govern- 
ment to protest against assent to the 
clauses of this bill containing the word 
"Japanese," upon the ground that the 
bill, so far as it concerns the Japanese, 
is the most unjust and unfriendly meas- 
ure ever taken against a nation friendly 
to Great Britain and her dependencies. 
The consul-general also refers to the 
new'treaty between Great Britain anil 
Japan and' some matters connected with 
the passage Qf Hie bill through the house 
of assembly. 

The first elanse of the bill provides 
that It may be cited as the Alien Labor 
act. 1807. The bill proceeds to provide 
in effect that in ease of any act passed 
thereafter granting to any person or 
body corporate the right of constructing 
certain works, therein mentioned, or the 
right to carry on any trade, business, 
occupation or calling or granting to any 
person or. body corporate any property 
rights or privileges whatsoever no Chi- 
nese or Japanese person shall be employ- 
ed in connection with or in relation to 
any of the works, rights, trade, business, 
occupation or property so authorized and 
in the event of such employment Unit 
the person by whom such Chinese or 
Japanese person shall he employed shall 
be liable to a penalty. The word "Chi- 
nese" is defined to mean any native of 
the Chinese ISrapire or its dependencies 
not born of British parents and to in- 
clude any person of the Chinese race, 
and similarly the 1erm Japanese is de- 
fined to mean any native of the Japanese 
Empire or its dependencies not born of 
British parents and to include any per- 
son of the Japanese race. The under- 
signed observes that by section 4 of the 
Coal Mines Regulation Amendment net, 
180(1, of British Columbia, it was enact- 
ed in effect that no Chinaman should be 
emploved in or allowed to Be for the pur- 
pose 'if employment in any mine lo 
which the amended act applies below 
ground. The validity of that net has 
recently been considered by the Supreme 
court of British Columbia, under a rotvr- 
ence from the executive council of that 
province and the court has pronounced 
judgment declaring the enactment con- 
stitutional. The undersigned is informed 
that an appeal is now pending to the Su- 
preme court of Canada from the said 
judgment, the appeal being entitled in 
the cause of the Union Colliery Co., of 
British Columbia, appellants, against 
the Attorney-general for British Colum- 
bia and others, respondents. The judg- 
ment of the Supremo court of British 
Columbia in so far as it is applicable 
to the enactment under consideration 
is favorable to its validity. The judg- 
ment is; however, under appeal and the 
undersigned considers also that there are 
seasons affecting the authority of the 
legislature to enact the present measure 
which may not apply to the Coal Mines 
Regulation Amendment act. 1800, Tin' 
legislature in adopting a short: title for 
the bill in question has considered Alien 
Labor act, 1807 to lie appropriate and 
comprehensive description and the bill.

aliens. The main intention appears to 
be to disqualify Chinese and Japanese 
aliens from employment. The legislation 
may therefore aptly be regarded as af- 
fecting aliens, but the subject of natur 
dlizntion and aliens has been referred to 
the exclusive legislative authority of the 
parliament of Canada and tho under- 
signed apprehends that unless the mea- 
sure in question can he more nppropri 
ntely classed under the category of pro 
perty and civil rights or some one or 
more of the other enumerations contain- 
ed in section 2'J. of the British North 
America act. it may be regarded as 
Included in the subjects belonging to the 
exclusive authority of the Dominion. 
The undersigned does not. however, con- 
sider it necessary at present to deter- 
mine whether section 02 contains any 
better lilting classification because the 
doubt whicly .must exist ia such an en- 
quiry constitutes sufficient reason for 
your excellency declining to take any 
action with regard to the bill which, if 
assented to by your excellency, would 
operate if at all by reason of the author- 
ity of the provincial legislature under 
section 02. There are other considera- 
tions referred to by the Lieut.-Ciovernor 
and by the consul-general affecting the 
propriety of the legislation assuming it 
to bo intra vires. It is staled that tin 
bill should it become law might seriously 
interfere with international relations 
and federal interests and Hint the meas- 
ure is unfair and unfriendly and will 
tend to disagreement between residents 
of the province. 

For the reasons already stated the un- 
dersigned is not prepared to recommend 
that the bill shall come into effect by 
reason of any notion on the part of 
vour excellency,

To the Editor:— I note that f-nmc one 
has been writing to you aLeut the "un- 
lawful shooting of game in this uiatrict, 
and beg to remark that there 1; no dis- 
trict in the island where gao-f is more 
carefully preserved, not onlv on account 
of the game laws, but that public feel- 
ing, which is better than any law, is 
against the shooting of game out of 
season. I admit that the gam 1 la as are 
to say the least somcwha' changeable, 
but i challenge your correspondent to 
find a district in the island where game 
is more strictly preserved. 

I note thai your correspondent only 
hears of the defiant, indescriminate and 
unlawful shooting of gam- in i hiss dis- 
trict. He apparently does mt know th-,t 
farmers have to protect ihernsidves by 
constantly shooting bawii3, crows, j iys 
and wood pigeons, and thir.ks i v every 
shot he hears, or hears i:l means the 
death of some pheasant or g.-ousi- Vour 
correspondent seems also to have heard 
that Indians shoot, game out of season, 
and why should they not if Ihi/ require 
food? Hut he docs not seem to know 
that those who teed the game by thou 
grain crops have, or ought to have ihe 
l.rst right to eat. them, not the wou'd-b-.' 
sportsmen from Victoria, who have 
often shot the farmer's geese and calves 
in mistake for game. 

He is informed, and I sumio? e believes, 
that (die Indian killed ibefore daylight) 
twenty ducks at one shot. If he did so 
I can only say "bully for the Indian." 
hut. of course no one but your corres- 
pondent believes this, as before the 
shooting season is out. the ducks have 
miired •>"<! ar" >!vt !•'• in Hocks. 

With regard to Indians shooting 
pheasants as being "a desirable esculent, 
bird to have," I would say he is again 
wring, as Indians do not shoot birds 
which they cannot sell, and if your cor- 
respondent knows where any breaches 
of the game laws have occurred why 
does ho not lay an information, or at 
any rate notify the police officers instead 
of writing to your paper? .
